Owing to the prevalence of diph­ 
theria in some parts of the county, 
Dr. H. C. McRee, the county health 
officer, delires that the greatest care 
be exercised to prevent the spread 
of the disease. 
He advises among other things that 
where a pew Hive oase of diptberia has 
appeared that two tests be made at 
intervals of ten days. 
Dr. McRee 
explained that physicians made the 
required tests by taking cultures for 
the throat and examing them for the 
presence of the diphtheria germs. 
No patients should be released from 
quarantine if either of the tests asked 
for show the least symptoms of the 
disease. Young children are especial- 
y in danger from the attacks of the 
diptheria germs as their throats have 
so little power of resistance. 
Diptheria germs do' appear else­ 
where, but they are most apt to ap­ 
pear in the throat.
